It is hard to believe that the Very Fine and Finest Known 
example of this variety was purchased as a Gilbert-1 
(Cohen-2 now) a scant 21 years ago by a now famous Half 
Cent collector, who traded it for several other enticing 
Large Cents. This Very Fine coin is now firmly locked away 
in a mid-west collection. Likewise, the others known reside 
comfortably in various other variety collections. Unless a 
few others turn up as type or <BI>Redbook<B> coins, this 
die pairing will continue in the steps of the famous 1795 
Sheldon-79 Large Cent, with several collectors needing only 
this one variety to complete their collections. Luckily for 
collectors, two examples are now available from the Cohen 
collection, and two more collectors can finally purchase 
this variety.

Another die file mark, at 
the same angle (nearly vertical) from the bottom left serif 
of A1, through its center, forming a lump just above the 
crossbar on the right, fading in and out along the upper 
left serif of T3 to the rim.

When dies are prepared using master hubs or other engraving 
tools, a number of rough areas and burrs need to be removed 
from the surfaces before coins can be struck. These 
protuberances are filed down, then the die is polished, 
making the fields smooth. However, on many dies file marks 
remain, appearing as raised lines similar to die breaks, 
but fade as more and more coins are struck, coupled with 
repolishing to remove clash marks.
